The work of restoring the Gorham bridge was completed 
early in the year. The cost of this work amounting to $4,731.97 
was paid by the State. In addition to our share in this project 
the Town of Proctor has received a sum total of $10,548.31 from 
the State as flood aid. 

The flood repair work necessary on Powers Hill still re- 
mains for the Town to complete. This will require sidewalk 
construction as well as road improvements. 

The laying out and establishing of our highways and streets 
in the manner required by law has been brought up to date. At 
the same time the names of several streets were changed in 
order to simplify our street naming system. 

A storm sewer was constructed on Church street. "We be- 
lieve it should be our policy to do something each year, in a sys- 
tematic and permanent nvay, to take care of the surface water on 
our streets. 

No permanent highway construction was undertaken, so that 
there will be a considerable sum available this coming year. 



The marble sidewalk on South street was regraded and re- 
paired. No new sidewalks were built. 

The Treasurer's books show that we closed the year with a 
deficit of $1,108.31 in the General Account and a balance of 
$3,464.28 in the Permanent Highway. Our cash in the bank was 
$2,355.97 and the outstanding checks amounted to $140.30. This 
Uiaves the net balance a deficit of $1,248.61. 

We have omitted in the Town report to list in detail each 
of the various orders drawn by the Selectmen, Overseer of the 
I^oor and Road Commissioner. These records are on file with the 
Town Treasurer and are available to any taxpayer for inspec- 
tion.

Resurfacing 

The greater portion of the tarvia treated East road was 
•.riven an application of Tarvia B at a total cost of $899.46, the 
State paying $599.64 and the Town $299.82. Gravel resurfacing 
was done on Selected Highway No. 2 in several stretches amount- 
ing to approximately 2 miles. Much of the materials used came 
i'rom pits near the job and thus cost less. $1,568.72 was expend- 
ed,, the State paying $1,045.81 and the Town $522.91. Consider- 
jible patching was done also, and $190.44 expended in a short 
muddy stretch of the West road. 

Dust Laying 

About the usual amount was expended for calcium chloride 
and practically the same roads and streets treated as last year.

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Unsdected Road Construction 
Some bad stretches on the West road were improved at a 
total cost of $316,70, the State paying $260.89 and the Town 
$55.81. Material was taken from a pit opened near the job. 

Miscellaneous 

Arrangements were completed to put 3.3 miles of the Town's 
selected highways between the Rutland and Pittsford town lines 
under State Patrol, cooperating with Pittsford and the Town of 
Rutland. Proctor's share of the expense was $330.00. $1,384.55 
was spent in maintenance of the other 5.8 miles of selected high- 
ways. $2,735,92 was expended in maintenance and graveling 
village streets and other unselected roads. 

Continuing the program of drainage begun last season, 
$1,999.76 was expended on two pipe systems with standardized 
catch basins ; one on Church street, and one on Oimsbee Avenue. 
These should stop much road damage. The money expended was 
appropriated from the Selectmen's General Account. 

The deficit in the General Highway account last year, 
amounting to $3,917.94 was reduced $1,434.04 to $2,483.90, 
which has been balanced by transfer of that amount from the 
Selectmen's General Fund. No expenditures for sidewalks 
were made from this fund. 

There is on hand a small amount of concrete drain pipe and 
a very small amount of Calcium Chloride. The Town owns two 
well used road machines and a nominal amount of small tools, 
two old plows and a few miscellaneous items of equipment of 
little value,

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



Our community has be^n unusually free from contagious 
and infectious diseases during the period covered by this report. 

Chicken pox has been the only contagious disease to assume 
an epidemic form, with a total of 77 cases. The other reportable 
diseases combined total 13, divided as follows : measles, 5 ; mumps 
1; scarlet fever, 4; infantile paralysis, 1; and erysipelas, 2. 

Due to these contagious diseases, 43 houses were placed 
under modified and 4 under full quarantine. 

During the summer, samples of milk from each dairy sup- 
plying the village were sent to the state laboratory for bacterial 
examination. The report received stated that each sample was 
normal. 

Quarterly reports have also been received from the labora- 
tory on samples of our drinking water. All reports for the year 
showed the water to be pure. 

As small pox was quite prevalent throughout the state in 
late spring, it was deemed advisable by the school board and the 
local Board of Health to offer free vaccination to all children of 
school age who had not been previously vaccinated. In addition, 
the Cavendish House off^ered free vaccination to all children 
under school age whose parents wished to avail themselves of the 
opportunity. According to the record, there were 296 successful 
vaccinations of school children at the school building and 79 suc- 
cessful vaccinations of younger children at the Cavendish House.
